THE DEATH toQ in EgypTs 
worst earthquake rose above 400 
TBesdt^ and thousands of fid^- 
ened earthquake rose above 400 
Tuesday and thousands oi fright- 
ened people camped out along 
the road to Caizo airport after 
rumours swept the city that 
another tremor was expected. 

The Internadoaial Federation 
(rf Red Crora and Red Ciescreit 
Societies said in Geneva at least 
1,000 people were dead ra mia- 
sing aim 10,000 had been injured. 
But Priiw hfinister Atef Sedti 
told Reuters dds information was 
"completely inaccurate.” 

The secretaiy-geoeral of the 
Egyptian Red Crescen t , Mam- 
donb Gabr, said he believed the 
report was a strai^tforw a rd mis- 
take. Hie crescent had sent a fax 
to Geneva refening to 1,000 
dead, iHwaang and homriess but 
the word "homeless” bad been* 
dr opped in an Fngii«h translar 
don.

Palestinian 
jail strike 
continues 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — Efforts to end a hunger 
strike by Palestinian prisoners hit 
a sn^ Tuesday vriien Israeli offi-; 
dab said tiiey would deal with 
humanitarian problems bat re- 
fused to budf^ on what they 
termed “security issues.” 

Also Tku«day, the army con- 
firmed tbe death of a 12-year-cdd 
Palestinian shot in the brad dur- 
ing a scritidarity rally for the pris- 
mers last week. 

Most of the 2,000 Palestinian' 
suspended their 15<lay 
Sunday on coodidrai tiieir' 
demands fm p ri son- reform were 
met. 

But Arab lawyers, who met 
Tuesday wifo Polira hfimster 
Moshe Sbahal, Urid a news oon- 
ferenoe that dieir main demands 
had not been met and tiie fauqger- 
strike could be renewed. 

"There, is no dramatic change 
in the Iwaeli position,” lawyer* 
Ali (jfauzlam said. 

Tbe strikers, concentrated in 
jaib run fay ^ Isradi prison 
authority, are demanding -better 
food, exercise facilities and virite- 
tion rights. The himatgs also have 
called for allowing "security” 
prisoners to mingle wifo other 
inmates and for releasing sick and 
dderly prisoners. 

The strike contmued Ihesday 
in tbe Nafiia prisem in soutiiem 
Istael but was snqiended in other 
fadfities, tbe prison autiiority 
said. 

Some Palestinian leaders said 
prisons in the towns of Ashkelon 
and Beersbeva also remained on 
strike, but tbe information could- 
not be independently verified.

Jordan’s talks with London Club 
not^coUapsed’ but postponed

AMMAN — Jordan's negotia- 
tions vnfo (he London Qub on 
resdiedaliiig the Kingdom's oHn- 
meidal d^rts have not "ool- 
lapscd” as suggested in a news- 
paper report, but were put off 
pending tbe group's response to 
Jordan’s quest for tetter resebe- 
doling terms, infbnned somoes 
said Ihesday. 

According to the sources, tbe 
position adqiited by Jordan in foe 
nraotiations reflects “strengfo 
lamer than wealmess smoe it is 
'demanding its own («»»»*■ and is 
mpported by the IMF* (Intenia- 
tknal Monetary Hind). 

Tbe sources were commenting 
on a report carried* by the 
London-based A1 Hayat news- 
paper that talks held last month - 
between Jordan and a steering 
committee of London Qub had 
"coEapsed,” and that the creditor 
banks* (fisplearore could lead to 
letters of credit issued Ity Jorda- 
nian oommeicial banks bang re- 
jected. 


“The report indicates either 
diat die newspeper is filling in 
murky waters with a view to 
damaging Jordan's financial 
standing in the internatBonal mar- 
ket or that tbe cxeditois ar trymg 
to eaqikA the shuatimi 1^ exerds- 
ing jnressure on Jordan into 
aocqiting dieir terms.” stud one 
of tbe sources. 

Jordan has already reached 
agre^ent wifo the Paris Qnb of 
Gt^tor goveraments on resche- 
duling die Kingdbm's debts due 
until mid-lSl^. It is seeking a 
similar agreement with the Loa- 
don Qub but covering all the 
Bngdom's debts to die institn- 
-tions induded in the dab — 
about $1.2 billion of its total 
foreign obligadons which now 
stand at araiund $7 Union. 

Ihe terms being (fiscussed whh 
the London Qub inclnde partial 
debt bny-badc, partial conversion 
of debts into mvestments in Jor- 
dan or Jordanian govrenment 
bonds in dinars, and partial pay^ 
meot.

journalists, were temporarily 
trapped in the embatded town. '

officials said. 

Seventeen relief workers, in- 
dnffing four foirigiieis, also were 
evacu ate d from foe nraiby town 
of Sacowein, 60 kfiometres soufo 
oi Bardera, aid officials said. 

Those evacnated induded two 
caqiatriates workup for the U.N. 
World Food Hogtemme (Wj^) 
and two wifo care. 

In an unrelated development, 
the WFP had to cancel a flight or

There, according to Francis 
Mwanza, WFP spokesman in 
ICraya. He had no fordier in-

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
K^ Hussein Tuesday visited the 
Prime Ministry fra a brief round 
of talks with Prime hfinister Shar- 
if Zeid Ben Shaker and chaired 
part of a meeting of the Council 
of Mmisters fra foe first time 
since bis return home from 
abroad after successful surgery 
and recuperation. 

Tbe Jordan News Agency, Pet- 
ra, said Sharif Zeid voic^ die 
happiness and jcty of the entire 
Catmet membeis over tbe King's 
recovery and safe retain home 
and re^noM their loyalty and 
aUegianoe to die dirone. 

The agency quoted the King as 
saying that be was im pressed by 
true co mpas sions and noble 
feeHngs expressed by the Jorda- 
nian peoide." 


"While recuperating from the 
surgery I underwent, every mem- 
ber of tbe Jordanian fan^ was 
always on my mind,” the King 
said. 

The King expressed sorrow and 
grief over Monday's earthqoake 
which caused extensive deaths 
and damage in Egypt and asked, 
the government to pot all re- 
sources of Jord^ at the fosposal 
of Egypt to help it through the 
(fifficult situation, Petra said. 

The King also emphasised diat 
Jordan "will continue to streng- 
then foe foundations laid 1^ 
Jordanians and to rrise die build- 
ing fn^ and pmsue tbe mardi 
whidi it has cb^ed, and turning 
itself into a model to be emuf- 
lated.” 


ICs Maje^ also stressed Jor- 
dan’s commitment to respecting 
democratic prfaidples and human 
rigjits as well as enhanced public 
participation in "shouldering re- 
sponsi^ties as a way of life 
d^ite foe difficulties of tbe cui^ 
rent phase and the magnitude of 
diallenges."

AMMAN — “frifiltrators” shot 
dead by Israeli soldteis as diey 
slipped across the ceasefire line 
Sunday night were not guerrillas 
toting AK 47s and hand^nades 
but bo^'s carrying sticks, knives 
and a raw potato studcM with 
nails, accordi&g to family sources. 

However, one IS-year-oId boy, 
Zakam Mctiiammad Alawneh, 
remains mistng. • 

His friends, Ra’ad Fadel 
Hasheot A1 Samahad, 18, and 
Mohammad Is-i Abu Arkoub, 16, 
were shot after wading across the 
Jordan River and creeping ISO 
inetres into occupied Palekmian 
land towards Jenriio, according 
to Israeli reports. 

The two died in hosfntal bnt 
there was no mention of a third 
“innicrator.” 

The family of Zakaria — Ra’ad 
and Mohammad’s boyhood 
friend — fear their son is de- 
tained. 

“We will send a- letter to 
Amnesty Intematicmal and other 
human ri^ics ^oops to h^ find 
out if Zakaria was arrested or 
killed by Israeli soldiers, or if be 
is safe,” said Asma Kh^er, an 
Amman-based human rights 
activist and attorney. 

Human rights groups wili 
help try to retrieve the bodies. 
'LJsually “infiltrators” shot by 
Israeli soldiers are burted hi un- 
marked graves in desolate, desert 
cscncteries, according to foiaeli 
reports. 

Relatives of the deceased say 
that the three boys attended 
school in Ruseifa and were aU 
joed students. 

Ete'ad, born Sept. 13, 1974, 
was the oldest son in fns 12- 
member family, heacM by a* 


father who works for the Amman 
Mnnk^riity. Last month Ra'ad 
drof^ed out of Rns^ secondary 
school to work. 

Zakaria, borq May 13, 1977, 
also comes from a bumble back- 
ground of an eteven-membcT 
family. According^ to. his 
eiementaxy school certificate, he, 
was an “A” grade student. 

Mohammaid, born March 6, 
1976, is from a mne-member 
family. EBs foiher is a driver. 

None of the boys, or tiieir 
fa^es were politic^ inefined. 

Mohammad, for example, was . 
’’fos^eted by football” and 
dreamed of of achieving ^oiy on 
a football field — not a bat- 
tiegnwBd. Almost daily, Ra’ad 
and his two friends met on the 
dusty playgrounds of Rnseifo to- 
play soccer witii a ball bound of 
old dotbes. 1 

“They were small kidf witii! 
dose-cn^rped hair, it would be' 
difficult to mistake them as' 
men,” he said. 

According to an Israeli army 
statement two “men” in civilian 
clothes crossed the border about, 
seven kilometres north of 
Jericho. Troops gave chase, 
opened fire and kiUed bo^.

THE EARTHQUAKE hit Cairo unexpectedly Monday 
should serve as an eye-openo* for the rest <rf the Middle 
Eastern coontries. Admittedly no-one had anticipated a big 
tremor to occur in as all available sdentific know- 

le<toe practically eliminated it ever happenb^. 

^ivionsly Egypt was cai^t by a lag sorprise and was, 
therefore, -ill-prepared for rach an ev^tnahty, judging by 
tbe size and iWmenrfon of the material destnictkm that 
enfned from tbe Moulay tremor and the tai^ toD it took on 
tbe lives of Egyptians. Many hi^i-rise buildings could not 
withstand the shocks the earthquake not only because of 
tbe magnHnde of the tremor but also because tbe constme- 
tkm gwkMteee in that co uulry nevo* took into consideration 
the poBBfIwBty of earthquakes ever happening there. Many 
buildings, tlierefwe, fd at the first ins t ance of the first 
earth movement and in the process many lives were lost. 

We in Jordan can also foil into the same trap if oar 
nwftftriHffg dki oot Start to take earthquakes as something 
that could happen to os as well and uot as something that is 
to Califomia and other distant coontries. One 
wonders how Jordanian constmetion standards are set in 
order to cope with any huge and sudden earth-movements. 
Jordan has a history at tremors but has been qmred sndi 
natural phenoukenoa over the past six or seven decades. 
Instrad ^ beii^ oompinoent about such a danger, it would 
be prudent to start issnii^ directives as of now on bow to 
deal vridi sinnlar disasto^ by cfMnmendng the iqpfdicatMm of 
more stringent construction rules to guide tbe future 
oonstmetion plans in tbe country. The mode of construction 
in Jordan m^ht not take tbe threat very seriously. So one 
can be sure that none of the gristing laws or by-laws on 
c o n struc tion has earthqoakes in mind as if the country is 
fanmnne forev» from them. Tbe people of the country as 
their br^hren in E^ypt will be caught unprepared should a 
tremor occur in the Kingdom. Panic could probridy ensue 
in the country if we are hit. Most of the fatalities in E^ypt 
are attrfoutable to unorganised respwise to the tragedy. No 
sdHMd or imMic institotion in the coontry has evar practised 
drills for the event should it ocenr. The nnfortnnate diOdren 
cai^it Monday under the nibble at their foDm scboid 
h nildhig died also from the panic that followed the first sign 
of the earthqiiake. It is h^ time, ttierefore, that Jordan 
started takii)^ sodh risks saioody by initiating an eaity 
preparatory work for than. Early warning systems most 
aim Ik introdneed in mder to give the coontry and its people 
.wifficiftirt time to cope witii tremors and similar natunl 
emergencies that may come our way. 

The first ordo* of basiDess in fliis vein is to articnlate a 
coheroiC poHcy on tins sobject. The next step is to embark 
on an educathmal campaign throughout tbe country. 
Schools, public and private institutions as well as foctories 
should Ite especially targetted for this endeavour in view of 
tfadr nniqne vnlner^Qities to such massive destruction. 
True there is nothing that the country can do to avert 
earthquakes, but there is a lot that the country can do to 
minimise th^ consequences. If we do not do ODT home work 
now, it would be probably be too late to do anything should 
tragedy hit ns also as it did in Egypt on Monday.

(Aiectly) productive sectors (industry, agriculture, construction, 
electricity and water supply) are to be relegated but Aat services 
should be upgraded on Ae scale of national economic priorities. 

Tbe argument tot. services derives from prutical reasons 
pa r fienlar to Jordan and from academic considerations general to 
all eooMMuies. 

Ftom a practical point of view, Jordan enjoys rdative advan- 
t^es pertaining to its Comparatively stalled manpower and its 
geogrtqibic location.

King Hussein — the only individual who can ensure 
that social and political equilibrium is maintained

The emotioiially diarged and at times panicky 
reaction of the Jordanian people to Hb M^esty King 
Hussein’s recant illness, while in many ways a 
reassurii^ of the stroigtii our dommtic front, 

pmnts, however, to some concern for the fotnre 
stability of the country. In this artide, the writer, 
.who is chairman of the Department of Political 
Science at tiie Univmity - Jordan, explores the 
-sources of this concern and the political bondage 
between the Jordanian people, on ibe one hand, and 
King Hussein as a person and the monarchy as an 
institution, on the other. 


THE outpour of popular emo- 
tions, caressed at Ae return of 
His Majesty the King, conridered 
by some obrarveis as being exces- 
sive or hrational, was dne, first 
and foremost, to the fact Aat Ifis 
Majesty has acquired a far more 
signific^t role than Ae strictly 
political one. While no one 
doubts the ability and the 
strength of the Crown Prince to 
perform just as competently, Ae 
relationsl^ of Kh^ Hussein to 
his people has nevertheless long 
surpass^ Ae straight forw ar d 
political relatiouAip ^ a head of 
state to his subjects and acquired 
a paternal diaiacter. The King 
rules like a benevolent father who 
seldom uses his power and au- 
thority to force his will upon his 
chUdim, assuming instead tbe 
role of guide, advisor, impartial 
arbitrer, and ooncOIiator. His 
mere presence, fiaitbermore, pro- 
rides his peo|rie whb an impecc- 
able sense of security, exactly like 
a strong fether who. Just by being 
there, provides bis lAQdren wiA a 
sense of security totally unrelated 
to the degree of theu material 
dependence on him. 

Tbe emotional responra to Ae 
King's illness should be viewed as 
a significant political statement 
and not merely an expression of 
public affection. It shows' Ae 
extent to whidi Jordaiuans iden- 
tify themselves and their interests 
with King Hussein and the 
monarchy. This, in turn, reflects 
the high d ^re e of awareness of 
Ae latent, to powerful, tendons 
and cleavages gristing m our sod- 
ety and tbe invaluable rqle of the 
Yilng in containing them and in 
initiating and maintaining a 
reasonably suocessftil process of 
sodal and political fosion and 
harmonisation. 

There are two main sources for 
Ae anriety and concern of the 
Jordanian people for the futine ^ 
Aeir sod^. 

The first source of concern 
originates in the forceful measure 
that tbe regime was compelled to 
take more than three decades ago 
as a reaction to the disiuptive 
poUtica] activities of the then 
existing political forces, their 
strong linlES vaA h(^e foreign 
and Arab governments, and their 
rejection of the legiine's reprated 
overtures to establish a 
framework of tolerance and 
coexistence. 

Sudi a volaAe political atmos- 
(Aere led to tbe establishment of 
a system of tight political control 
where Ae security of the regime 
and the polhica] stability of Ae 
coimtey becaioe the ovemAi^ 
considerations. The subsequent 
resounding success of tbe regime 
in its confrontation wiA Ae 
raAcal opposition resulted in a 
prolonged period of calm 
provided a golden opportunity to 
set in motion a sustained process 
of political development. Ikat 
(Aportomty was not, however, 
properly and totally utilised. 

Smpty put, this system of con- 
trol, propelled by its own inertia, 
persisted far much longer than 
warranted by Ae diangin g poli- 
tical environment. The system 
SQCcumbed to what human tetngs 
succumb to in their daily lives. To 
seeking comfort and safety in 
establ^ed patterns of behavkmr 
% oppos^ to the pAn and effort 
involved in developing new ones; 
to seeking the security of Ae 
familiar as opposed to Ae in- 


security -of the unfamiliar. 

The total victory of the regime 
over its foes greatly strengthened 
and entrenched the raling drdes 
responsible for.tbe success of the 
stabilisation process. These cir- 
cles acquired a verted hiterert in 
continuing tiie fuooess indefinite- 
ly and mahitatning its bold over 
power, uAile the same success 
effectively exdoded die partidpa- 
tion of any conntervaili^ politic- 
aJ force that could have pressed 
for diange. The regime’s initial 
requirement that paitidpation be 
liimted to iudiridaais wiA a mod- 
erate political oudook, was dis- 
torted by vested interests who 
sought to prolong Aeir privileged 
positi<Mi Ity restricting participa- 
tion and controlling Ae quality of 
new partidpants. FurAermore, 
Ae distinction between the radic- 
al oj^position which soo^t to 
overArow the regime and other 
politically active, reform minded, 
inAvidu^ and groups vdio were 
essentially loyal but differed in 
dieir outlook and priorities, was 
gradually Uuired. The initial tartc 
of neutralising the disloyal 
opposition was perverted into an 
attempt to wipe ont Al forms of 
political activity. The ruling cir- 
cles, in an attempt to portray die 
reformers' challrage to dieir pre- 
dominence as tong directed 
against the r^me its&, attemp- 
to to justify their exdusion ^ 
exaggerating and perverting their 
aims and presenting them as a 
dangerous and disruptive political 
force. All excluded political 
^nps were driven into die con- 
viction that reform within the 
eristing structure was not p^- 
ble and became more inclined 
towards more critical views. 
Thus, the raling circles, whose 
political pre-eminence rested 
upon rendering a ^^t service to 
Ae r^me and society, eventnal- 


to reappear despite tbe a ppar en t 
cafan. 

As soon as our political qistem 
began to show agns of feitigne, 
the King rtepped in. It is a matter 
of historical record that Ifis 
Maje^ has inevocably oommit- 
ted himself to a proce s s of poii^ 
A liberalisation. The rapid strides 
Jordan is taldng towards a more 
open, more representative, and 
more efficient fevm of govern- 
ment are i m pressive by any stan- 
dard. The country is very fortun- 
ate Aat this transfonnation was 
initiated by and is being presided 
over by the King fainiself. En oAer 
Third Worid societies attempts A 
reform are often a coo m pani^ Ity 
serious politicA npbemnl and 
great human sitEfering. For the 
first time in many decades most 
Jordanians are content wiA the 
pace and.diiecti(» of the coun- 
try’s politicA development. Only 
die eventuA success of the intri- 
cate task of creating an institu- 
tumalised policy would stamp out 
fears over Jordan's future stabil- 
ity. The strong reaction to the 
K^g’s illness sunsly shows that 
the great minority of Jordanians 
-are greatly- reassured that IBs 
Majesty remains at Ae helm A 
tiiis criticA jonctoie of our poli- 
ticA development. 

A second darker to Ae future 
politicA stability of Jordan lies ua 
our pAitical elite's baste to tnms- 
fonn the politicA qistem into a 
full fledged democracy motivated 
by die snnplo-minded belief that 
this task can be easfly accom- 
plished by the mere passing of 


extenaon of one's wishes and 
derires. To ensnre Aat indi- 
vidnals and groups possess Ae 
vrillingness and alwty to share, to 
tolente, and to oo-eAst. To de- 
velop a oo-operative as opposed 
to a oonflictuA approadi to life, 
and to reject dboord in favour of 
ooIlaboratuMi. 

Second, 'differences between 
various groiq» should be limited 
to the ways and means of adiiev- 
ing shared goals rather than dif- 
teences over Ae goals them- 
selves. This pre sup poses a high 
degree of sociA coh^on. Only a 
hi^ draree of politicA matu^ 
can make democracy work in 
societies lading sudi sodA oobe- 
rion. 

Third, a successful demo c ratic 
^ system requires tbe existence of a 
highly developed politi^ elite 
cajMble (tf grasping complex pnb- 
fic issues, and foimnlating poiitio- 
A ideolo^es tfaA are readily con- 
vertible into concrete politicA, 
ecoDomk, and sodA program^ 
mes. 

In short, dmnocracty succeeds 
. when it becomes possible to con- 
vert tite politicA arena info a 
' platform for a-constractive- poll-' 
ticA diAogue as Ae main mecha- 
msiD in the VhA process of consen- 
sus b uilding . Consensus bmlding 
is important not only for tbe 
pnipoK of creating a governing 
majority to also for ensming tbe 
rqmsentation, in terms of vAues 
and interests, of every segment of 
society. 

Our society’s politicA nuAeup, 
as reflected in Ae distrilmtimi of

Sudi a proc» was bound to 
produce negative results. Our 
oationA priorities were left unde- 
fined by oonseentive govern- 
ments. Government pohey 
dom fitted a oAwrent framework 
or plan; instead a series of ad-hoc 
measures were taken in response 
to immedBate problems as Aey 
arose. ^A the lack of accounta- 
Ulity oomqition crept in, Ae 
cancerous growA of bureaucracy 
continued unabated, and the dvfl ' 
service became ineffident and 
incompetent. 

PoliticA turmofl could have 
surfaced long ago. It was delaj^ 
however, by nte masrive injec- 
tions of toioffi aid and remitt- 
ances of Jordanian nationals 
wo^ng in tbe Gulf. The result- 
ing Gnomic proqierity not only 
masked govermnents* incompe- 
tence, but also heip^ to diffuse 
Ae underlying politicA tensions 
which resiufraed as soon as the 
economic boom ended. Furtb- 
ermore, tbe bitter ejqwrience of 
the fifties and late rixura, coupled 
wfth the bad examples in a num- 
ber of neiglibouring Arab coun- 
tries, heightened tbe politicA 
awareness of Ae Jordanian peo- 
ple malting them far more cau- 
tious and toniteiy less impulsive. 
The stability tbe re^e was able 
to provide proved to be a major 
priority to our society mid the 
greA majority of the praple coo- 
tinued to be padfic. It is under 
these circumstances that concern 
over tbe future of Jordan began 


laws and the establishment of 
politicA parties, and tiie failnre to. 
realise that democrat is not 
necessarily a Rtahiiiang factor in 
society: 

Democracy cannot be estab- 
Hsbed by tite mere adtoioo of 
ready-made formulas. Being a 
sodA tystem, h has no indepra- 
dent existence of hs own, sndi as 
a computer, a televbiOD set, or a 
car. A democratic system can be 
broagbt into life oAy tiirongh 
human behaviour. Its- essence, 
therefore, is mookled by the ex- 
isting individuA and collective 
attributes of the human beings 
forming tbe wider sodA environ- 
ment. And sinoe human beings 
are cap^le of acqpiring an infi- 
nite variety of attributies, the es^ 
ence of a democratic system can 
accordingly acquire radically 
different forms. Just as, under 
certain exacting eonditiofis, it can 
serve as a mechanism for peaceful 
sodA change, an avenue for the 
realisation of human Vberty, and 
a method for adneving human 
Agnity and happiness, it can, 
under different conditions, be- 
come a mechanism for the 
weakening of Ae foundations of 
society. 

The soccessfA-apidication of a 
democratic form of goverument 
in^l^oses the existence of cei^ 
tmn highly developed mental 
faculties, behaviouiA attributes, 
and human vAnes, whidi would 
enable, if not tiie develoiment of 
Rousseau’s generA w^ at least, 
tiie reco^tion that one lives in a 
society that is not merely, an 


politicA forces in the Lower 
House of Pariiameot, is diaracte- 
rised by a hi^ d^ree of ideolo- 
gjcA awareness and clarity on 
boA extreoies of tiie pofiticA 
sp e ctrum , matched tw a fair de- 
gtee of organisation (more so on 
the r^t than the left), wiA an 
almost totA vaennm in die spm 
between. The centre is being 
represented in pariiament by a 
fairly large group whose members 
are, by and lai^, politicA non- 
entities elected to pariiament for 
tribA or r^ionA considerations 
or for servkra rendered to theh 
ooostituendes during imvio^ 
held dvfl service posts or politicA 
offices. They have no ideologies, 
no politieA jdatfomis, and are 
latgAy uBo^amsed. TVs <h»- 
tribution and chancterisation is a 
fuily aecnrate reflection of the 
corresponding distribution of 
poKticA forces in society at large. 

Not a sin gle poGtkal party or 
group has, so fopnnlated 
what ad^ even resemble a poB- 
ticA programme (the setting of 
deariy defined priorities and ^ 
exact means by which Aese 
priorities are to bd achieved). 
These two characteristics are 
symptoms of the gross politieA 
underdevelopment of our society. 
More qiedfically, the probkin 
lies in ^ lade of a tn^y politi- 
cised politicA elite caj^e of 
-cartyiim out' tiie highfy. cranplex 
task of pAiticA leadmiAip in a 
fdoralistK society, which not oAy 
indudes tiie c^iadty to oasp 
couutiex public issues, but ako to 
put forA iriausible sAutions and 


be able to communicate them to 
tbe masses in a simple and cohe- 
rent manner. It also indndes Ae 
coQective task of reconciling Ae 
ennfligring demands of various 
groups and organisations within 
sodety and formulating one 
nationA political programme 
acceptable to tiie great majority 
of tbe populace. 

The absence of a capable poli- 
ticA elite exidains Ae weakness, 
in teinxs of ideologicA awareness 
and organisation, of our politicA 
centre as well as Ae relative 
stiengA of Ae ri^t and left. The 
centre is absent amply because 
no group callable of providing it 
wiA intellectuA as well as politic- 
A leadership esdsts. The ml and 
Ae ri^t overcame the same 
shortcoming by resorting to 
readymade, readily avAIable 
ideolo^es, Aoo^ Aey still lack 
the captoty of converting these 
ideologies into concrete politicA 
programmes. This inability is also 
due to tbe bolistic nature of AAr 
ideologies tduch produces prog- 
rammes for the permanent 
structurA transformation to be 
accotnplisfaed within the, extsting' 
'pluralistic structure. Such ideofo--- 
gies are, by definition, undemo- 
cratic, if the proposed change of 
stnictnre re s t r icts society's future 
freedom A diAce. 

A further problem wHh Ae 
•ideologies of Ae extremes lies in 
the Aisohite, unyielding and un- 
compromising nature of their 
vAue systems, malting it difficult 
to acooiminodate oAer vAue sys- 
tems or coexist wiA them. One of 
tbe main proAems A a democra- 
tic sod^ is the difficulty A 
reconciling loyAty to tbe group 
wiA loyahy to society as a whole. 
While a governing majority rules 
society as a ahole, it represents 
oi^ a segment A that society. If 
Ais majority uses its control of 
government to reflect the vAues 
and ftnther the interests A Ae 
politicA base it rqnesents and 
ignores Aose of Ae minority, 
fffcve resuDs will follow. TIm 
minority wiU not wfliiiigly subuiit. 
Tbe giA bAween the two groups 
will widen. The minortty mighr 
start looking for “unpermissible'* 
ways to protect its interests, and 
Ae majority mi^t be tempted to 
coerce the minority into submit- 
ting to its will. If Ae minority 
becomes a future majority it 
be likdy to use auAority in tiie 
same manner. Ed short, derDocra- 
tic institutions wQl be converted 
into an arena A intense conffict. 
Whatever deavages initiaUy ex- 
isted in sodety will be widened 
and foyalty to one’s group will 
intensify while loyAty to sodety 
wfi) be greatly weakraed. 

To make up for tbdr incapadty 
to pot forA substantive politicA 
programmes, our poHticA parties 
formulate politicA platforms rich 
in slogans and emotiouA ap p^ 

A the e^qiense of imwifw and solu- 
tions. Bnt since no politidan or 
politicA party l»s a monopdy on ' 
rtogans, the only way left to 
compete irould be to increase 
their mtensity, leading Aereby to 
excess and extremism, a result 
cootraiy to the requirements A 
snccesrtul consensus building. 
The same c onad e ration vriU Wd . 
to a tendency to present views 
and persons, and distin^ish 
them from one anoAer, m a 
amplified bladt and lAite man- 
Der,nsbgteniissudias^prog- 
lesrtve veisns tbe reactionary, the 
IpyA veisns the treacherous, and 
tiie feitiiful versus tiie mfidd. 
Such a tendto? is also uA con- 
ducive to com pr o m ise. 

Slogan-filed politicA platforms 
and the diffienhy A tranAatii^ 
them into specffic and concrete 
proposals or poUdes might com- 
pel the |»rty in question to reject 
all poU^ that do not conform 
wiA Aem: Such ideologies, 
tiierefore, would nefther e^Ie 
tiie party in question to paitid- 
p^ in a govennnent wiA a 
co h erent p<^tieA inogramme 
signed to deA wiA specific issues 
or strive to adneve certain deariy 


defined goAs, nor enable it to 
i»ngagg in constructive Of^JoAuon 
since such a role presupposes tiie 
existenoe of an Aternative to the 
government's overall program- 
me, if it exists, or every po^ or 
measure being proposed. 

It is obvious that our shortcom- 
ings are structurA in nature,, re- 
sulting in a weak and underrepre- 
sented politicA centre. A moder- 
ate politicA centre is Ae glue and 
Ae Inbricant A a democratic 
sodety. It serves as a bri<^ 
between left and right, its 
strengA acts as a moderating 
element on extreme political- 
forces, and it performs the role A 
politicA balancer by throwing i& 
wei^ in on one scale or the 
other, as the atuation warrants. 

The moderate nature of cen- 
trist ideologies puts Aem at a 
disadvantage in discontented 
sodeties. Hieir piatfbrms cannA 
compete wiA Ae strong popular 
appral of radical ideol^es, nor 
serve, as an agent for the release 
of mass frnstration and discon- 
tent. Therefore, moderate 
ideologies mil Arive only wbra 
Ac.pnderfyingLcauses of our sod-, 
'^ety’s'tiiscontent-aTe sno ccsfcfAly 
d<^t 

Whfle some'eauses A our sd^'' 
ety's frustrations emanate from 
externA sources and are beyond 
our control, oAers are indige- 
nous. 

We can make a good start by 
oveAauling the dvfl service Aid 
tbe bureaucra^r, stamping oat 
oorr^tion and inoompetenoe and 
eliminating economic waste. But 
Ae friture of democracy and sta-. 
bility in Jordan will in Ae end be 
determined by our ability to eu: 
gage in a long-term snrtainable 
process of sound economic and 
sodA development vbose very 
success would trigger and sustain 
a successful process A politicA 
socialisation, so vitA in a pturafia- 
tic sodety. 

Progress, while certainly 
attAnable, is not qxintaneous in 
human sodety. Tbe same human - 
spedes produced societies as 
stable and prosperous as Sweden 
and Switzeriano and as tragic as - 
Lebanon, SomAia, and tbe 
mer Yng^avia. More spedfical- 
fy, there exists no intrinsic 
reechanian to adiieve sodA and 
politicA eqnilibrinm in 'human 
sodety. Sd^ an eqnilibriam ir 
someAing to strive for. It can 
<Mily be attained through a con-, 
sdous human effort vriiidi is ' 
ratiouA and purposeful, while 
prolonged stegration m^t result 
in an explosion A uncontioUable 
and undirected chauge. HunM 
and ill-conadered to 

transform sodety from one state 
to another might end in disaster. 
Tbe recent history of the Thud 
World provides ample .examples 
A Ae dangerous consequences of 
hasty plunges into the most de- 
manding form of government 
known to hmnan sodcty. We 
^Ad, therefore, be very cau- 
tions in our qzproadi and nA 
confuse tbe ends wiA the nuumg 
to ns also recognise nA otnly 
that we are at tbe very b^iiining 
A an arduous process, bA «iy? 
Aat we have a very loim wav to 
go.

Israd should come 
forth in unambiguous tenns towards 
the issue of settlements, Arab Jeru- 
salem, human righs of the Palestiiuan 
people, waier^hariqg and tbe prob- 
lem of refugees, he said. 

“Unless and until Israel comes 

clear oa the questions we put to them 
and the issues that we listed, no 
p i o gres s could be made in die peace 
talks,” Dr. Enkat said. 

PalestiniaD spokeswoman Hanan i 
Ashrawi Rieammile set a December 
dradlioe for a breakthrough in the 
peace process if the negotiations were 
to continue without ew^mai help 
after the American presideatial eto 
tioos in November.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — 
An American won the Nobel 
prire in economics Ttteday for 
extending economics theories to a 
wide range of human behaviour, 
including crime and reproduc- 
tion. 

The academy said the work of 
Gary Becker, 61 , of the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, encouraged sodai 
scientists to apply economic 
theory to areas not previously 
with market forces: 
Sociology, demography and cri- 
minology. 

An economist and sodoIogiA 
who first advanced hb ideas in 
the late 1950s, Dr. Becker has 
borrowed an aphorism from 
George Bernard Shaw to describe 
hb philosophy: “Economy b the 
art of making the most of life.” 

Dr. Becker figured out bow 
people, households and organisa- 
tions apply economic principles, 
to eveiyday decisions. For exam- 
ine, as wages rise, it becomes 
uneconomu^ for an adult mem- 
ber of a household to stay home, 
Dv. Becker found. As a result, 
the family decides to transfer 
some taste to other institutions, 
such as day care. 

Thb trades money for more 
time, and the analysb explains 
niiy married women tend to work 
ontside the home in developed 
countries. 

Reached by the Associated 
Press at home in Chicago, Dr. 
Becker said he was “Happy, sur- 
prised, still in a bit of a shock” 
about winning “I didn't think it 
was going to happen thb year.’' 

“What I tiy to do b take 
economic-type thinking and app- 
ly it with sodal-type problems,” 
be said. 

Dr. Becker “has applied the 
principle of rational, o^miang 
behaviour to areas where resear- 
chers formerly assumed that be- 
havionr b habitual and often dow- 
nright lirational,” said the Royal 
Swedbh Academy of Sdences, 
whidi awarded tte $1.2 million 
prize. 

The academy said hb analyas, 
whi^ at first met with skepticism 
and distrust, has often been con- 
troversial. 


Dr. Becker regards a honsa- 
hold as a small factory. Costs of 
decisions are measur^ in time as 
well as cash. 

Parents spend time as well as 
money on their children’s educa- 
tion. Dr. Becker found that as 
femfly income rises, parents in- 
crease their investments in the 
diildren, but p^uce fewer of 
them. explains the decline of 
fertility rates in industrialised 
countries. 

“If you can explain sexual be- 
havior that can be applied to 
large populations, then it's always 
us^hl,” said Lindbeck. 

Dr. Becker's theories on 
decision-making by criminals 
assumes that most are sane. Hb 
studies showed that when peo- 
ple are deciding whether or not to 
commit a crime, the probability 
of getting caught weighs more 
heavily than the type of punbb- 
ment they will likely feoe. 

Such an analysb could intficate 
that stronger law enforcement 
would be more effective than 
tougher sentences. 

Otberk examples of research 
based on Dr. Becker's dieories 
include bow companies allocate 
human resources and wages, and 
decide whether to provide crea- 
tion and on-the-job training for 
their employees. 

Dr. Becker was born in Pott- 
sville, Pennsylvania, in 1930, and 
in arition to teadiing at the 
University of Chicago is affitiated 
with the Hoover Institution at 
Stanford University. Hb books 
indude the “The Economics of 
Discrimination," written in 1957, 
“Human Capitd” in 1964 and “A 
treatise on the family” in 1981.

PEKING (R) — China’s Com- 
munist Par^ congress began set* 
ting the stage for a leadership 
reshuffle that will implement bold 
economic refbnns and the secur- 
ity apparatus pre]!«red to crush 
any unrest the new atmosphere 
may create. 

Delegates to the congress, Chi- 
na’s first since 1987, sprat Tues- 
day in small groups praising the 
speedi General Secretary Jiang 
Zemin gave at the opening ses- 
sion Monday, in whi^ he sanc- 
tioned the use of all the tools of 
capitalism from stocks and shares 
to real estate markets. 

But while the Communist Party 
b clearly about to stake its future 
on the economic reforms, it is 
extreo^ worried about the des- 
tabilising forces the reforms may 
unleash, a s e cr e t document 
obtained by Reuters Tuesday 
showed. 

The document shows that offi- 
dab fern* worker unrest resulting 
from the refbnns that could take 
away cradle-to-grave welfare be- 
nefits enjoyed by millions and 
throw many workers out of jobs. 

“Security work should be 
strengtiiened at foctories, .mines, 
<xl &lds and other large and 
medium enterprises and key state 


projects. During the reform of 
enterprises, internal security 
work cannot be weakened,” Cen- 
tral Document No 7 said. 

“(We must) be alert to the 
appearance of factors that could 
lead to instability and prevent 
pra^Ie with ulterior motives from 
stirring up workers to riot,” tire 
paper said. 

The document also ordered 
that strict attention be paid to the 
campuses, where the 1989 pro- 
democracy demonstrations that 
rocked tte government began. 

All China’s leaders nave 
emphasised that no one may be 
promoted to the higher rarijia of 
the Communist Party unless he or 
she embraces the twin tenets of 
economic reform and political 
control. 

^ao Shi, the Communist Party 
leader who holds ultimate re- 
sponsibility for security and 
police, said Tuesday the congress 
would select a new crop of youn- 
ger traders, but be added that the 
cantfidates had to have the rig ht 
political ideas.

Ukraine MPs approve new premier

Hiescu begins search 
for premier, government 


BUCHAREST (R) — Re-elected 
President Ion iliesen b^an the 
search THes*y for a neutral 
prime minister and a woricable 
gover ni ng coalition from among 
die dispuate pcriitical parties erf 
Romania's new hung parliament. 

Mr. Iliescu, 62, secured a 
second term as head of state 
iriien he emerged Mond^ as 
dear victor of last Sunday’s pres- 
idratial election with 60 per cent 
of the vote. 

But to legidative election, 
wfafcfa took place two weeks ear^ 
tier, has left his Sodalist-oriented 
Democratic National Salvation 
Front (DN5F) ^rty wdl short of 
an overall majority in pariiament, 
forang him to look for coalition 
fbtiuulas. 

He first took power in to 
Decembm- revolt in which 
Stalinist dictator Nicolae 
Ceansescu was onsted and ex- 
ecnted,and he went on to become 
pread^ witii a landdide elec- 
tion rictory in May 1990. 

Tbe prerident's election victoty 
ai^iears to have Legitimised ha 
rale, which opponents have often 
qnestioned. 

Mr. Diesen Diesday contacted 
leaders of partis ai^ alliances 
iriiich won seats in parl^ent to 
tap their riews on coalition possi- 
bflities and called a meetii^ of 
to new l^islatore for I^iday, 
Budiarest radio said.

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
U.S. campaign spotii^t falh on 
to rice presidential candida|te 
Tuesday in a high-stakes debate 
that ocnild spadt more 
remarks than to presidential 
conteodeis' first televised-discQS- 
sioo. 

In to 90-minute debate in 
Atlanta, the pressure will be on 
Vice-President Dan Quayle, 
Pretident George Bush’s^ ran- 
ning mate, to steer the Republi- 
can campaign bade on coarse and< 
dispel d^bts about his abilities. 

Mr. Qu^le has cast himself in 
the role of Republican “pit bull” 
against Democratic contender 
Bill Cfioton and vice presideotial 
nominee A1 Gore, vto have a. 
double digit lead in most polls. 

“Die rice president’s main 
target will be Clinton,” said one 
administration offidal. 

He said Mr. Qna^ was not- 
particularly concerned by Gore, a 
Tennessee senator, or by Janies 
Stodedaie, a Vietnam prisoner^ 
of-war hero wbo is independent 
candidate Ross Perot’s running 
mate. 

For Mr. Quayle, this could be
